The  schools  are  in  session  day  and  evening,  from  the  first 
Monday  in  October  to  the  middle  of  May,  and  offer  every  facility 
for  study  and  development  to  art  students. 

The  Antique;  Rooms,  equipped  with  a very  large  and  varied 
collection  of  casts,  are  open  to  all  students  daily,  from  8 a.m.  to 
io  p.m.  The  day  classes  are  in  charge  of  Francis  C.  Jones,  N.  A., 
and  the  night  class  is  in  charge  of  Edgar  M.  Ward,  N.A. 

The  Day  Life;  Classes  are  in  charge  of  Charles  Y.  Turner, 
N.A.,  and  the  Night  Lift  Class  in  charge  of  Edgar  M.  Ward, 
N.A.

In  the  Composition  Class,  which  is  designed  to  develop  the 
inventive  and  imaginative  faculties,  original  sketches  of  pre- 
scribed subjects  are  made.

A course  of  LECTURES  on  PERSPECTIVE  is  given  during  each 
annual  session,  by  Frederick  Dielman,  N.A.

The  Suydam  and  Elliott  Medals,  in  silver  and  bronze,  will  be 
awarded  in  the  Life  and  Antique  Schools  for  the  best  drawing 
at  the  close  of  each  year.

PERMANENT  FUNDS. 

The  Permanent  Fund  is  devoted  to  the  purchase  and  improve- 
ment of  real  estate  used  by  the  Academy,  and  for  no  other 
purpose,  except  that  any  income  from  the  Fund  may  be  used 
for  current  expenses. 

It  is  in  charge  of  trustees  chosen  by  donors  to  the  Fund,  with 
the  President,  Secretary,  and  Treasurer  as  ex-officio  trustees. 

A contribution  of  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  constitutes  the 
donor  a trustee  for  life,  with  twenty-five  admissions  to  every  exhi- 
bition, and  five  cards  to  each  reception  given  by  the  Academy. 
Also  three  free  scholarships  to  the  Art  Schools. 

A contributor  of  one  thousand  dollars  receives  ten  admissions 
to  every  exhibition,  and  two  cards  to  each  reception,  and  one 
free  scholarship. 

A contributor  of  five  thousand  dollars  receives  the  same 
privileges,  with  the  right  to  transmit  them  to  a legal  heir  in 
perpetuity.

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THE  FOUNDERS. 


On  the  8th  of  November,  1825,  a number  of  young 
Artists  and  Students  established  the  New  York  Draw- 
ing Association,  and  soon  after,  on  the  1 6th  of  January, 
1826,  they  resolved  themselves  into  a new  organization 
to  be  known  as  the  National  Academy  of  the  Arts  of 
Design.  They  thereupon  chose  from  their  number 
fifteen  artists,  who  were  directed  to  choose  fifteen 
others — the  thirty  thus  selected  to  constitute  the  New 
Society. 

Of  this  body  of  Founders  of  the  National  Academy 
of  Design,  whose  names  are  here  recorded,  the  last 
survivor,  Mr.  Thomas  S.  Cummings,  N.A.,  who  was 
for  many  years  the  Treasurer,  and  at  one  time  the 
Vice-President,  of  the  Academy,  died  September  25, 
1894.

‘‘The  Snake  Dance”  is  a solemn  bi-annual  ceremony  of  the  Moqui  In- 
dians of  Arizona.  It  is  the  culminating-  rite  in  a series  of  ceremonies, 
and  is  the  most  remarkable  survival  of  prehistoric  nature  worship  extant. 
It  is  probably  a petition  for  rain.  The  dance  occurs  at  sunset  in  a plaza 
in  the  pueblo  of  Wal-pi,  about  seven  hundred  feet  above  the  surrounding 
plain.  The  snake  priests  are  the  active  participants;  their  bodies  are 
stained  with  red  and  their  faces  are  with  black — the  streamers  of  red 
buckskin  typifying  the  snakes.  The  priests  are  divided  into  groups  of 
three,  the  “Carrier,”  who  places  one  or  more  of  the  snakes  between 
his  lips  when  he  is  supposed  to  become  at  once  blind;  the  “Hugger,” 
who  supports  him,  endeavors  with  his  whip  to  attract  the  snakes’  at- 
tention, and  the  “Gatherer,”  who  walks  behind  and  secures  the  snakes 
that  may  be  dropped.  At  the  end  of  the  dance  the  snakes  are  liberated 
to  bear  the  petitions  to  the  Gods.
